SOME  CUERDALE  QUERIES.

(Continued  from  page  267). 

In  questioning  the  attribution  of  the  Cuerdale  ebraice  civitas  coinage  to  the 
mint  of  York  consideration  has  been  given  to  the  possibility  of  the  coinage  having 
originated  in  Wales.  Pembroke,  amongst  other  places,  has  been  mentioned  as  a 
possible  location  for  this  mint,  and  it  has  been  suggested  that  the  cnvt  rex  of  the 
coins  may  have  been  Kenneth  ( Hyffaidd ,  Heinuth ,  Hemeid ,  etc.),  King  of  Dyfed, 
who  died  in  893. 

It  may  be  argued  that  it  would  be  unlikely  for  such  a  large  number  of  coins 
(over  3000),  many  closely  die-linked,  to  have  remained  together  if  many  of  them  had 
been  minted  at  least  10  years  before  the  hoard  was  deposited.  This  argument  might 
be  valid  if  we  could  be  sure  that  the  coins  were  an  average  sample  of  currency  from 
general  circulation,  but  we  are  not  certain  for  what  purpose  the  coins  were  made, 
nor  can  we  be  sure  that  coins  did  circulate  generally  in  the  area  in  which  they  were 
minted  or  the  place  to  which  they  were  sent,  nor  can  we  know  the  circumstances  in 
which  the  coins  were  kept  or  eventually  hidden.  If  the  coins  were  loot  taken  from 
some  royal  or  ecclesiastical  treasury  they  may  have  lain  undisturbed  for  many  years, 
or  they  may  have  been  added  to  year  by  year  as  taxes  were  gathered.  There  are  too 
many  imponderable  factors  to  be  dogmatic  about  this ;  too  many  possibilities  that  the 
whole  coinage  was  struck  for  purposes  other  than  for  supplying  money  for  general 
circulation. 

3.  What  does  the  cvnnetti  inscription  indicate  ?  It  can  either  refer  to  the  mint 
at  which  the  coin  was  made,  to  the  immediate  territory  around  that  mint,  to  the 
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name  of  a  tribe  or  people;  or  it  can  be  part  of  the  ruler’s  title  or  another  form  of  his 
name,  or  it  can  have  some  other  significance  which  must  remain  a  mystery  for  the 
present.  The  Cunnetti  inscription  is  never  found  with  civ,  vrbs,  vic  or  cast  added 
to  it,  and  this  may  be  significant,  particularly  as  ebraice  almost  invariably  has  c, 
civi,  civitas,  etc. 

There  is  the  possibility  that,  as  a  Welsh  dynastic  title,  it  could  refer  to  descent 
from  Cunedda  the  powerful  fifth  century  ruler  of  Gwynneth.  It  is  uncertain  how  far 
his  influence  extended  into  South  Wales,  but  many  Welsh  kings  were  proud  to  trace 
their  descent  back  to  Cunedda,  though  the  writer  is  uncertain  whether  Kenneth  of 
Dyfed  was  able  to  do  so.  There  is  the  possibility  that  the  Cunnetti  coinage  was  in¬ 
tended  for  payments  to  be  made  in  North  Wales,  Cunedda’s  country,  but  this  line 
of  argument  has  little  evidence  to  support  it.  Can  Cunnetti  be  another  form  of  the 
name  “Cnut”  or  “Kenneth”  ?  If  so,  perhaps  the  inscription  continues  on  to  the 
reverse — cnvt  rex  cvnnetti — “Cnut,  King  of  Cynneth’s  people ”. 

Kenneth,  named  Hemeid ,  is  accused  by  Asser  of  oppressing  the  church  of  St. 
David,  but  unfortunately  Asser  does  not  elaborate  on  the  form  this  oppression  took. 
If  it  was  not  physical  violence  or  the  confiscation  of  church  lands,  perhaps  Kenneth 
was  obtaining  “protection  money”.  If  silver  coin  was  being  minted  by  the  church 
authorities — and  the  coinage  is  certainly  ecclesiastical  in  character-— perhaps  some 
wily  Welsh  cleric  concocted  cvnnetti  as  a  play  on  Kenneth’s  name  and  on  cenedl- 
ddyn ,  “gentile”,  a  synonym  of  pagan!  However,  at  this  stage  such  speculation  is 
hardly  profitable. 

If  cvnnetti  is  a  mint,  it  must  have  been  associated  very  closely  with  Ebraice.  It 
could  even  be  a  case  of  two  mints  within  one  town,  perhaps  a  royal  mint  and  an 
ecclesiastical  mint  or  a  palace  mint  and  a  merchants’  mint.  At  a  somewhat  later 
period  it  was  a  status  symbol  for  any  Celtic  ruler  of  distinction  to  have  his  own  hired 
fleet  of  Norsemen.  In  times  of  peace  they  were  probably  engaged  in  the  cross-channel 
carrying  trade  (and  trade  wTas  a  mercenary  pursuit  despised  by  the  Welsh  if  the  poets 
are  to  be  believed)  and  in  time  of  war  they  could  always  be  supplemented  with 
additional  ships  hired  from  Dublin.  The  kings  of  Dyfed  of  an  earlier  age  are  reputed 
to  have  had  their  capital  at  Narberth.  Was  there  at  Pembroke  in  the  late  9th  and  10th 
centuries  both  a  Norse  settlement  and  a  Welsh  district  or  royal  palace  ? 

If  Cunnetti  is  a  mint  a  clue  to  its  identity  may  be  found  in  the  events  of  1 108  and 
1109.  The  Brut  y  Tywysogion  relates  how  Gerald  of  Windsor,  the  Constable  of 
Pembroke,  fortified  a  place  called  Cenarth  Bychan  (Little  Cenarth)  and  thought  to 
place  there  for  safe  keeping  his  wife,  sons  and  all  his  valuables.  In  the  following  year 
Owain  ap  Cadwgan  abducted  Nest,  Gerald’s  beautiful  wife,  from  this  castle  and  set 
it  on  fire.  J.  E.  Lloyd  in  A  History  of  Wales  (p.  418,  note  59)  comments,  “The 
situation  of  Cenarth  Bychan  is  still  an  unsolved  problem,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the 
name  ceased  to  be  used  soon  after  this  event,  and  that  no  clue  is  to  be  found  to  its 
successor.  Pembroke  itself  ( B .  Saes.  s.a.  1105;  Powel,  122),  Carew  (Lit.  Eng.,  p.  105) 
and  Cilgerran  (Amn.  C.  MS.  C)  have  been  suggested.  Cenarth  Bychan  must  in  any 
case  have  been  so-called  by  contrast  with  Cenarth  Mawr  on  the  Teifi,  and  this  seems 
to  me  to  favour  Cilgerran,  which  is  in  the  same  neighbourhood  and  upon  the  same 
river”.  However,  it  may  be  questioned  whether  Gerald  wrould  have  moved  his 
family  and  property  away  from  the  security  of  the  fortress  town  of  Pembroke,  and 
if  Cenarth  Bychan  was  an  area  of  the  town  then  we  may  be  able  to  equate  Cenarth 
with  Cunnetti. 

4.  Who  was  the  Siefred  of  the  Cuerdale  coinage  ?  The  Annals  of  Ulster,  under 
the  year  892  (893)  record  confusion  amongst  the  Foreigners  of  Dublin,  one  faction 
joining  with  the  son  of  Ivar  (Sitric)  and  the  other  division  with  Earl  Sichfrith.  This 
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is  probably  the  same  Siefred  who  reinforced  Hasting’s  Great  Army  with  140  ships 
from  Northumbria  in  893  and  spent  a  couple  of  years  raiding  the  coasts  of  Southern 
England  and  Wales.  As  a  leader  of  the  Norsemen  of  Dublin  it  is  likely  that  Siefred 
would  have  commanded  the  loyalties  of  any  Norse  settlements  along  the  Welsh 
coast. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  on  one  of  Siefred’s  halfpennies  from  Cuerdale  the 
obverse  inscription  is  c  sie  /  fre  (reading  from  bottom  to  top)  which  looks  remarkably 
like  Sieffre ,  the  Welsh  form  of  Jeffery;  the  initial  Celtic  S  before  a  weak  vowel  being 
pronounced  as  sh  or  as  the  French  j,  hence  Eng.  John ,  Fr.  Jean ,  Ir.  Sean,  Wei.  Sion 
(the  Welsh  form  of  Geoffrey  of  Monmouth  is  Sieffre  o  Fynwy).  It  is  reasonable  to 
assume  that  the  C  before  Siefred’s  name  indicates  Comes  i.e.,  Count  or  Earl. 

This  may  be  an  appropriate  place  to  make  the  point  that  none  of  the  coins  of 
Siefred  with  a  two-line  inscription  read  c  siefredvs  rex,  though  this  transliteration 
is  frequently  given.  There  is  never  a  u  or  v  in  the  name  and  the  normal  inscription 
■  appears  to  be  c  siefre  /  diis  rex.  Presumably  the  die-cutter  of  the  original  coin  had 
used  the  upper  line  for  siefre,  the  Welsh  form  of  the  Earl’s  name,  and  the  lower  line 
for  an  abbreviated  form  of  the  dns  ds  rex  inscription.  If  the  intention  had  been  to 
engrave  siefredvs,  as  on  the  circular  inscription  coins,  there  seems  no  reason  why 
this  should  not  have  been  done.  This  disposes  of  the  problem  of  trying  to  account  for 
a  coin  bearing  both  the  title  Comes  and  Rex. 

On  some  coins  the  inscription  is  slightly  blundered,  i.e.,  B.M.C.  no.  1027  has 
the  x  of  rex  cut  into  the  die  in  place  of  the  final  E  of  the  top  line  which  is  brought 
down  to  the  front  of  the  lower  line,  c  siefrx  /  e  diis  re  (on  some  coins  the  d  and  r 
being  badly  formed).  Incidentally,  on  B.M.C.  no.  1025,  which  has  an  inscription 
arranged  around  a  plain  cross  with  groups  of  pellets  at  the  ends  of  the  limbs  and  in 
the  angles,  the  legend  appears  as  c  sie  /  frx  /  ers  /  iipe  if  read  clockwise,  but  if  this 
is  read  top ,  right ,  left ,  bottom ,  with  the  last  two  retrograde,  the  inscription  is  rearranged 
as  c  SIE  /  FRX  /  edii  /  sre,  i.e.,  identical  with  B.M.C.  1027. 

It  is  a  good  numismatic  axiom  that  a  blundered  coin  cannot  precede  the  coin 
from  which  it  is  copied,  and  a  careful  survey  of  all  the  known  dies  of  this  large 
coinage  of  Cnut  and  Siefred  should  distinguish  prototypes  from  barbarous  copies 
via  a  succession  of  intermediate  dies.  The  same  process  can  be  applied  to  the  St. 
Edmund  coinage,  the  Orsnaforda  coins,  and  the  “Wessex”  and  “Canterbury”  issues. 

In  this  connection,  it  must  surely  be  apparent  that  a  coin  reading  erraice  civitas 
or  civita  is  likely  to  have  been  issued  prior  to  a  blundered  coin  which  reads,  for 
example,  ebiaice  civi,  the  r  in  the  mint  name  having  degenerated  into  an  i.  A 
metrological  analysis  of  the  Cnut  and  Siefred  Ebraice  coinage  will  show  that  coins  of 
(  good  style  with  fully  extended  legends  are  on  average  a  couple  of  grains  heavier  than 
those  with  abbreviated  or  slightly  blundered  legends.  This  leads  the  writer  to 
suggest  that  the  Cnut  coins  reading  ebraice  civitas,  civita,  come  very  early  in  the 
coinage,  though  this  in  no  wise  precludes  some  barbarous  or  even  slightly  blundered 
coins  with  Cnut’s  name  coming  much  later  in  the  series,  even  later,  perhaps,  than 
some  of  Siefred’s  coins. 

Another,  though  later,  instance  of  the  name  Siefred  with  Welsh  associations  is 
a  charter  of  the  year  955  (Birch  No.  909)  which  is  attested  by  a  “Sigeferth”  in 
company  with  a  sub-king  Morgan  and  two  others  with  Welsh  names.  This  may  be 
the  King  Sigeferth  who  is  recorded  by  the  Chronicle  as  having  killed  himself  in 
the  year  962. 

5.  Where  were  the  qventovic  coins  minted?  At  Quentovic  on  the  Canche  in 
the  Pas  de  Calais  ?  Possible,  but  improbable  in  the  writer’s  view.  The  coins  are 
struck  to  an  English,  not  French,  weight  standard.  Some  of  the  coins  are  neatly 
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struck  but  the  blundering  of  the  cnvt  rex  is  remarkable  and  they  must  come  late 
in  the  series.  Does  qventovic  indicate  that  they  originated  at  some  “zw'c”  in  Gwent  ? 

6.  Who  was  the  “Edelstan”  represented  in  the  Cuerdale  hoard  ?  It  has  been 
presumed  that  the  small-cross  coins  allied  to  Aelfred’s  last  type  which  have  an 
obverse  inscription  +ed  el  tan  re  (edelsan  re,  edelia  re,  etc.)  were  minted  by  the 
Danish  leader  Guthrum  after  his  conversion  to  Christianity,  and  that  they  bear  his 
baptismal  name  Aethelstan.  It  is  also  supposed  that  they  were  issued  in  East  Anglia 
or,  at  least,  in  the  southern  Danelaw  east  of  Wading  Street. 

The  moneyers  of  the  coinage  are  tabulated  below  together  with  moneyers  of 
similar  names,  who  issued  coins  of  other  rulers :

Guthrum/Aethelstan  died  in  890.  It  is  conceivable  that  the  Edelstan  coinage 
could  have  been  struck  in  East  Anglia  up  to  that  date,  and  even  for  blundered  copies 
to  have  been  minted  after  Guthrum’s  death.  But  if  the  Edelstan  coinage  and  the 
St.  Edmund  coinage  were  both  issued  in  East  Anglia  one  would  have  expected  rather 
more  moneyers  to  have  struck  these  two  types  than  did  issue  Edelstan  and  Aelfred 
coins.  Were  Aelfred’s  small-cross  coins  issued  as  early  as  887  ?  From  the  table  of 
moneyers  it  would  seem  that  the  “Edelstan”  coinage  may  well  have  been  in  issue 
after  the  year  890,  and  as  there  may  be  some  doubt  that  the  “St.  Edmund”  coins 
were  all  struck  in  East  Anglia,  perhaps  we  should  look  elsewhere  for  some  other 
“Edelstan”. 

The  clue  to  the  identity  of  Edelstan  may  well  be  found  in  the  Welsh  chronicles, 
and  the  text  of  the  Annales  Cambriae  and  Brut  y  Tywgsogion  are  given  below  for  the 
years  897-900.

Elstan,  king  of  the  Saxons, 
died. 

King  Alvryt  died. 

And  then,  two  years  after 
that,  Edelstan,  king  of  the 
Saxons,  died. 

And  a  year  after  that  Alfryd, 
king  of  the  Gewissi,  died. 
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The  dating  of  the  Welsh  chronicles  tends  to  be  erratic  at  times,  as  do  some  of  the 
English  chronicles,  but  it  would  seem  that  a  King  Edelstan  (Elstan),  who  is  described 
as  king  of  the  Saesson  (foreigners,  Saxons),  died  one  or  two  years  before  King  Aelfred, 
who  is  now  generally  considered  to  have  died  in  the  year  899.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
that  in  the  Brut  T.  Aelfred  is  described  as  king  of  the  “ Iwys ”,  a  Welsh  form  of 
“Gewissi”  as  the  original  West  Saxon  settlers  of  Wessex  were  termed.  Is  this  a 
possible  pointer  to  the  derivation  of  later  tenth-century  pennies  of  the  Wessex  kings 
where  the  obverse  inscription  ends  “rex  i”. 

Was  this  Edelstan,  who  is  not  recorded  in  the  Anglo-Saxon  Chronicle,  a  sub-king 
of  part  of  Mercia  along  the  Welsh  marches ;  a  Danish  leader  of  that  part  of  the  Great 
Army  that  settled  near  Gloucester  ;  a  West-Saxon  kinglet  of  some  English  settlement 
in  South  Wales — perhaps  in  Gower  or  Gwent;  or,  if  we  understand  Saesson  in  its 
widest  sense,  the  leader  of  some  Viking  settlement  in  Wales  ? 

If  this  Edelstan  was  ruler  of  some  part  of  Wales  or  of  territory  bordering  on  Wales, 
and  if  we  bring  ourselves  to  accept  the  possibility  that  he  was  also  the  Edelstan  of 
the  coins,  then  we  must  also  accept  the  corrollary  that  some  of  the  moneyers  who 
minted  his  coins  also  minted  coins  bearing  the  name  “Aelfred”,  “Eadweard”or 
“St.  Edmund”,  at  the  same  mint  or  mints.

NUMISMATIC  EXPO  67. 

Expo  67  opened  to  the  public  on  April  28,  and  is  proving  to  be  a  great  success. 
The  British  pavilion  is  a  very  good  one  at  which  there  is  always  a  line-up. 

A  great  deal  of  attention  has  been  focused  upon  numismatic  interests  at  Expo. 
A  number  of  pavilions  have  displays  of  coins  and  medals  some  of  which  are  for  sale. 
First  and  foremost  is  the  official  Expo  medal  struck  by  Wellings  of  Toronto  and 
priced  from  $1.50  to  $45.00  according  to  the  size  and  metal  used,  ranging  from  1 J  to 
3  inches,  and  in  nickel-silver,  copper,  silver  and  gold. 

The  Russian  pavilion  has  the  following  coins  and  medals  for  sale: 

1.  Year  Sets  1957,  61,  62,  64,  65  and  1966  for  $4.90. 

2.  The  1965  commemorative  rouble  for  $2.00. 

3.  15,  10,  lb  and  5  gold  roubles. 

4.  Roubles  of  1921  and  1924. 

5.  50,  20,  15,  and  10  kopeks  of  1921  through  1930. 

6.  The  5  lati  coin  of  Latvia. 

7.  Gold  medals  of  Lenin,  Tolstoi,  Valentina  and  Yuri  Gagarin. 

The  French  pavilion  has  devoted  two  cabinets  to  display  a  number  of  the  medals 
produced  at  the  Paris  mint.  The  Israeli  pavilion  has  a  display  of  its  coins  and  medals, 
some  of  which  will  be  for  sale  later  on,  when  supplies  arrive  from  Israel. 

The  Pavilions  of  Mauritius,  Monaco,  Australia,  and  Ethiopia  have  displays  of 
their  coins,  and  the  last  has  included  a  number  of  Axumite  coins  in  their  display. 

There  are  a  number  of  machines  scattered  about  the  grounds,  where  for  25  cents 
one  can  obtain  a  capsule  containing  6  uncirculated  foreign  coins. 

As  I  write  this  it  was  announced  on  television  that,  due  to  the  U.S.  decision  not 
to  release  any  of  its  silver  stocks  to  the  public  market,  Canada  would  immediately 
switch  to  pure  nickel  in  her  25  and  10  cent  pieces.  It  was  not  stated,  however,  if  the 
newr  nickel  coins  would  be  used  in  place  of  the  silver  coins  used  in  the  special  sets. 
These  sets  incidentally  are  classed  as  proof,  each  coin  being  struck  twice. 
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To  return  to  the  subject  of  our  centennial,  Israel  has  released  an  Israeli-Canada 
friendship  token  commemorating  our  centennial. 

As  I  am  a  grade  13  student  school  is  now  over,  and  on  the  last  day  of  school  they 
gave  us  the  specially  minted  centennial  medal  (which  all  Canadian  school  children 
will  be  receiving).

THE  OPERATION  OF  BRITISH  MINTS 
DURING  THE  REIGN  OF  HENRY  I.

Because  of  the  lack  of  finds  from  the  period  c.  1095  to  1130,  very  little  evidence 
has  come  to  light  concerning  the  coinage  of  this  country  during  the  final  part  of  the 
reign  of  William  Rufus  and  the  majority  of  the  reign  of  Henry  1. 1  have  been  studying 
the  latter  reign  in  an  attempt  to  find  out  how  many  mints  are  actually  missing  from 
the  national  and  other  cabinets,  and  which  mints  will  never  come  to  light  due  to 
their  having  been  closed  at  this  time. 

It  is  important  to  note  that  many  of  the  provincial  mints  were  farmed  or  under 
the  control  of  the  local  earl  or  baron  and  there  was  not  provision  in  the  charters 
granting  minting  rights  for  control  to  be  delegated  to  any  other  person.  This  means 
that  if  the  local  lord  of  the  manor  were  out  of  the  country  it  may  be  assumed  quite 
definitely  that  the  mint  was  not  in  operation.  In  addition,  the  charters  were  auto¬ 
matically  revoked  on  the  death  of  the  earl  or  baron  concerned  and  all  charters  were 
cancelled  on  the  death  of  the  King.  In  either  of  these  events  the  confirmation  of 
each  charter  was  necessary,  either  by  the  King  or  his  successor. 

King  Henry  I  was  in  Normandy  for  a  large  part  of  his  reign  and  when  he  was 
not  resident  he  could  not  confirm  many  charters.  When  the  King  departed  from 
the  country  he  took  many  of  his  best  men  with  him.  These  men  were  in  most  cases 
the  owners  of  mint  charters.  The  total  number  of  mints  known  to  have  struck 
under  Henry  I  is  54  but  the  earlier  types  are  known  from  as  few  as  five  towns. 
In  making  a  study  of  the  mints  I  have  chosen  the  period  1123  to  1125,  during 
which  years  type  XI  was  current.  Type  XI  is  known  from  16  mints  but  it  is  one  of 
the  rarest  issues  of  which  only  twenty  or  so  specimens  are  extant.  The  reason  for 
commencing  with  type  XI  is  that  the  years  in  question  cover  a  period  when  the  King 
was  absent  for  the  whole  time.  This  type  is  known  as  the  double  inscription  type 
and  was  withdrawn  about  Christmas,  1125,  as  a  result  of  the  summoning  of  the 
moneyers  to  Winchester  and  the  subsequent  punishment  of  nearly  all  moneyers 
throughout  the  country.  The  coins  were  poorly  executed  and  of  low  silver  content 
and  the  King  became  aware  of  these  facts  when  his  army  complained  that  they 
could  not  spend  their  pay,  because  of  the  reluctance  of  the  public  to  accept  payment 
with  English  pennies. 
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To  revert  to  the  exercise  to  be  carried  out,  there  would  appear  to  be  no  fewer  than 
38  mints  missing  from  the  cabinets  in  respect  of  type  XI  but  I  am  attempting  to 
prove  that  nearly  all  these  towns  were  not  able  or  likely  to  have  been  striking  between 
1123  and  1125.  Not  all  mints  were  farmed;  those  that  were  have  the  prefix  (F), 
(E)  means  an  ecclesiastical  mint  whilst  (R)  indicates  a  mint  directly  under  the  control 
of  the  King.  The  following  information  has  been  obtained  from  contemporary 
documents : 

Barnstaple  (F)  Roger  de  Novant  died  1123,  and  a  new  charter  could  not  be 
given  whilst  the  King  was  out  of  the  country.  Mint  reopened  in  1126.  (Closed). 

Bath  (E)  Bishop  John  died  in  1122  and  his  successor  Geoffrey  was  consecrated 
on  August  26th,  1123.  As  his  charter  to  coin  could  not  have  been  applied  for  until 
after  consecration,  it  must  have  been  dated  after  Henry’s  return  to  England  in 
September,  1126.  (Closed). 

Bedford  (F)  Payne,  son  of  Flugh  de  Beauchamp,  appears  to  have  spent  most 
of  his  life  in  Normandy  although  he  did  have  minting  rights.  The  only  type  known  is 
B.M.C.  XIII  and  presumably  Payne  came  to  England  with  the  King  in  1126.  The 
die  used  for  the  Bedford  coins  appears  to  have  come  from  Bristol  which  was  under  the 
control  of  Payne’s  cousin.  (Closed). 

Carlisle  (R)  Being  a  royal  mint  no  charter  is  involved  and  it  is  most  likely  that 
such  a  mint  would  open  with  the  commencement  of  the  silver  mines  at  Carlisle  in  the 
year  1128.  The  first  type  known,  B.M.C.  XIV,  would  be  issued  at  about  that  time. 
(Closed). 

Chester  (F)  Earl  Ranulf  accompanied  the  King  to  Normandy  in  1123  and  is 
known  to  have  been  there  in  1124.  No  mention  can  be  found  of  his  return  and  he 
died  in  1127  or  1128  probably  in  Normandy.  He  could,  however,  have  returned  in 
1125  but  this  is  unlikely.  (Probably  closed). 

Chichester  (R  and  E)  This  mint  had  two  royal  moneyers  and  one  ecclesiastical 
moneyer.  Bishop  Ralph  died  in  1123  and  was  succeeded  by  Pelochin,  a  rogue  who 
was  deposed.  Sigfried  was  appointed  in  1125  but  could  not  have  received  his  charter 
until  1126.  Brand  the  moneyer  is  mentioned  in  the  Pipe  Roll  of  1130  as  paying  a 
fine  that  he  should  not  be  “disfactas  with  the  other  moneyers”.  It  would  appear  that 
he  struck  type  XI  and  this  mint  is  missing.  (Open). 

Christchurch  (F)  De  Redvers  is  out  of  the  country  until  at  least  1128  and  he 
may  not  have  returned  until  the  visit  of  Matilda.  (Closed). 

Colchester  (F)  Eudo  Dapifer  died  in  1120  without  issue  or  at  least  a  male 
heir.  The  King  granted  a  further  charter  in  1126  as  is  shown  by  the  Pipe  Roll  of  1130 
where  three  years’  arrears  of  the  rent  under  the  new  rights  to  the  burgesses  are 
overdue.  (Closed). 

Derby  (F)  This  mint  re-opens  in  1128  after  being  dormant  for  many  years. 
(Probably  closed). 

Dorchester  (F)  This  mint  was  farmed  to  the  burgesses  and  does  not  appear 
to  have  coined  during  the  reign  before  1126.  A  small  mint  such  as  this  would  not  be 
profitable  except  at  a  recoinage  as  in  1126.  (Probably  closed). 

Durham  (E)  This  mint  had  been  closed  since  the  reign  of  William  I,  when  it 
was  open  spasmodically.  It  reopens  together  with  Carlisle  when  the  silver  mines  are 
discovered.  (Closed). 

Exeter  (F)  Baldwin  de  Redvers  is  charter  holder,  see  under  Christchurch. 
(Closed). 

Gloucester  (F)  Earl  Robert  is  in  Normandy  from  1123  to  1129  and  the  mint  is 
therefore  closed  during  his  absence.  (Closed). 
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Hereford  (E)  The  earldom  was  forfeited  in  1075  and  was  not  restored  until 
after  1130.  A  number  of  bishops  of  Hereford  were  appointed  during  Henry’s  reign 
and  it  would  seem  that  the  irregular  coinage  was  from  the  bishops.  Bishop  Richard 
succeeds  in  1120  and  during  his  residence  no  coins  appear  to  have  been  struck. 
(Probably  closed). 

Huntingdon  (F)  Earl  David  was  Earl  of  Huntingdon  and  Northampton  and  in 
1124  was  appointed  king  of  Scotland.  He  lived  either  in  Northampton  or  Scotland  but 
did  stay  in  Huntingdon  in  1 129-30.  Type  XIV,  then  current,  is  the  only  type  known. 
(Closed). 

Ilchester  (R)  Type  X  is  known  but  it  is  the  only  type  for  the  reign.  (Probably 
closed). 

Ipswich  (F)  Hugh  Bigod  is  in  Normandy  1123-5.  (Closed). 

Leicester  (F)  Count  Waleran  revolts  in  Normandy  in  1123;  is  arrested  in  1124 
and  kept  prisoner  for  five  years.  (Closed). 

Lewes  (F)  De  Warren  is  in  Normandy  from  1123  to  1130.  (Closed). 

Northampton  (R)  Earl  David  did  not  have  the  right  to  mint  coins  and  when 
the  mint  opened  in  1127  it  was  as  a  royal  town.  (Probably  closed). 

Nottingham  (F)  William  Peverell  II  was  resident  and  types  X  and  XIII  are 
known.  (Open). 

Pembroke  (R)  Opens  for  the  first  time  about  1128.  (Probably  closed). 

Pevensey  (F)  Known  only  for  two  types  and  was  possibly  in  operation  when 
Hastings  was  closed.  (Probably  closed). 

Rochester  (E)  Bishop  Arnulf  dies  in  March,  1124.  New  Bishop  could  not  have 
received  charter  until  after  king’s  return  to  England.  Arnulf  could  have  coined  before 
his  death.  (Probably  closed). 

Shrewsbury  (F)  This  mint  struck  for  one  short  period  only  early  in  the  reign. 
(Probably  closed). 

St  Eadmundsbury  (E)  Abbot  Anselm  goes  to  Normandy  with  the  king  and  is 
still  there  in  1125.  (Closed). 

Salisbury  (R)  Roger,  the  chief  justice  and  probably  in  charge  of  this  mint,  is  at 
Winchester  during  the  whole  issue  period  as  Henry’s  deputy.  Not  a  very  prolific 
mint  and  is  known  for  only  two  or  three  types.  (Probably  closed). 

Southampton  (R)  Struck  type  X,  probably  due  to  the  king’s  visit  to  Hampshire 
in  1123,  likely  to  have  opened  only  for  special  occasions.  (Probably  closed). 

Stamford  (E)  Townspeople  of  Stamford  had  an  ancient  right  to  coin  but  did 
not  appear  to  use  it.  The  Abbot  could  have  been  striking  at  this  time  and  type  XII  is 
known.  (Missing). 

Sudbury  (R)  Appears  to  have  opened  for  special  occasions  only,  i.e.  royal 
visits  and  dowry  years.  (Probably  closed). 

Tamworth  (F)  Coined  when  special  requirements  made  it  worth  while. 
(Probably  closed). 

Taunton  (F)  Dormant  until  1128.  (Probably  closed). 

Totnes  (F)  Known  for  type  I  only.  (Probably  closed). 

Wallingford  (F)  Types  X  and  XII  known.  (Missing). 

Warwick  (F)  Earl  died  1123,  succeeded  by  Roger  who  is  with  the  king  in 
Normandy.  Could  have  struck  very  early  in  the  issue  period  (Probably  closed). 
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Wareham  (R)  May  have  been  appended  to  Winchester  and  open  only  spas¬ 
modically  during  reign.  (Probably  closed). 

Worcester  (E)  Bishop  died  in  1123,  new  charter  would  not  have  been  issued 
until  the  king’s  return.  (Probably  closed). 

York  (E)  Archbishop  appears  to  be  out  of  the  country  during  the  period 
involved.  (Probably  closed). 

The  present  knowrn  mints  are  Bristol,  Canterbury,  Cardiff,  Dover,  Hastings, 
Lincoln,  London,  Norwich,  Oxford,  Romney,  Sandwich,  Shaftesbury,  Southwark, 
Thetford  (mule  only),  Wilton  and  Winchester.  It  would  seem,  on  first  looking, 
that  thirty-eight  mints  are  missing  but  from  the  above  notes  one  can  appreciate 
that  in  all  probability  only  four  mints  can  really  be  regarded  as  unknown  by  accident 
of  finds.  These  mints  are  Chichester,  Nottingham,  Stamford  and  Wallingford.  Of 
the  remaining  thirty-four,  fourteen  towns  are  quite  definitely  closed  as  the  charter 
holders  were  known  to  be  unable  to  strike  or,  in  the  cases  of  Carlisle  and  Durham, 
there  w7ere  other  very  good  reasons  not  to  operate  coinage  rights.  The  balance  of 
twenty  mints  has  been  classified  as  “probably  closed”  as  I  can  find  no  conclusive 
evidence  that  they  were  not  open.  It  would  seem  that  in  many  cases  these  town  may  be 
assumed  closed. 

I  have  spent  a  considerable  time  examining  the  mints  of  Henry  I  and  when  my 
final  work  was  being  carried  out  Mr.  Michael  Dolley’s  excellent  booklet  on  the  Norman 
coinage  was  published.  In  his  book,  Mr.  Dolley  states  that  in  his  opinion  the  sequence 
of  the  issues  of  this  reign  should  be  altered  and,  as  a  result,  type  X-  would  have  been 
current  also  during  the  years  1123-1125.  In  view  of  this,  I  have  examined  my  notes 
against  type  X  to  see  if  my  theories  are  proved  incorrect  by  the  appearance  of  copies 
of  the  earlier  issue  from  mints  which  I  consider  closed.  The  result  is  very  interesting. 

Of  the  four  mints  which  I  have  stated  above  should  be  open,  three  are  known 
for  type  X.  These  are  Chichester,  Nottingham  and  Wallingford.  The  remaining 
towrn,  Stamford,  is  not  represented.  Six  towns  from  the  “probably  closed”  class 
do  appear  and  these  are  Chester,  Hereford,  Ilchester,  Southampton,  Warwick  and 
Worcester.  In  the  case  of  Chester  the  Earl  is  only  known  to  have  been  abroad  in 
1124.  He  could  have  returned  in  1125  or  1126,  thus  resuming  minting  with  type  X. 
Bishop  Richard  was  resident  at  Hereford  from  1120  onwards  and  as  there  was  struck 
only  one  issue  between  1113  and  1131,1  considered  it  unlikely  that  another  type  would 
be  missing  although  struck.  I  do  accept,  though,  that  the  only  issue,  B.M.C.  X, 
could  come  from  the  1123-5  period.  The  Royal  mint  of  Ilchester  struck  one  type 
for  the  whole  reign  and  this  could  have  been  issued  in  1124,  so  I  agree  that  type  X 
could  be  current  at  that  time.  I  can  think  of  no  reason  for  Southampton  having  an 
emission  other  than  for  the  king’s  visit  in  1123  but  as  a  Royal  mint  it  could  have 
been  open  at  any  time. 

The  remaining  mints  which  are  new  to  the  period  upon  the  transfer  of  type  X 
are  Warwick  and  Worcester.  As  the  charter  holders  each  died  in  1123  and  it  seems 
certain  that  no  new  coinage  charters  were  issued  whilst  the  King  was  in  Normandy, 
it  must  be  assumed  that  they  died  early  in  the  year  and  new  charters  were  granted 
before  the  king  went  abroad  in  September,  1123.  I  have  not  been  able  to  find  exact 
dates  of  death  for  either  man  but  in  the  case  of  Worcester,  this  was  an  ecclesiastical 
mint  and  may  well  have  been  quick  to  apply  for  continuation  of  rights.  My  main 
problem  is  the  town  of  Warwick.  Here  the  successor  to  the  earldom  in  1123  is  one 
Roger,  who  is  known  to  have  been  in  Normandy  with  the  king  from,  presumably, 
1123.  If  this  is  the  case  I  have  no  answer  to  Mr.  Dolley’s  re-classification,  unless 
Earl  Roger  did  not  join  the  king  until  later.  This  could  be  so  as  the  evidence  proving 
Roger’s  residence  is  his  signature  to  the  Foundation  Charter  of  Reading  Abbey  which 
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is  dated  1125  and  issued  in  Normandy.  One  would  have  thought  that  the  king’s 
supporters  accompanied  him  but  it  is  quite  possible  that  some  did  not  make  the 
journey  until  later.  This  being  the  case  the  minting  of  type  X  at  Warwick  fits  in  with 
the  conclusions  of  both  Mr.  Dolley  and  myself. 

Whilst  I  have  not  been  able  to  state  exactly  how  many  towns  in  England  remain 
unrepresented  in  the  coin  trays,  I  think  that  in  reducing  the  number  from  thirty 
eight  to  twenty,  some  progress  has  been  made.  I  feel  that  very  few  of  those  towns 
in  the  “probably  closed”  category  will,  in  fact,  appear  in  future  finds  and  am  confident 
that  the  four  missing  mints  constitute  all  or  nearly  all  the  places  from  which  we  still 
seek  specimens.  The  coinage  of  Henry  I  could  be  studied  for  many  years  and  I  am 
continuing  my  examination  of  the  reign  in  an  effort  to  clarify  some  of  the  many  other 
points  which  remain  unanswered.  Perhaps  this  article  will  induce  some  other  students 
to  look  into  a  most  fascinating  period  of  the  coinage  of  England  and  if  I  succeed 
in  doing  this,  my  efforts  will  be  well  rewarded.

A  NUMISMATIC  “TOUR  DE  FRANCE”.

X.  Arles,  a  job  well  done 

My  trip  round  France  was  arranged  from  Monday  to  Monday,  the  day  when  I 
planned  always  to  tackle  something  big.  One  Monday  was  spent  at  Nimes,  and  the 
next  Monday  was  reserved  for  Vienne,  just  south  of  Lyon;  in  between  I  had  left  an 
easy  week,  except  that  I  had  written  to  the  excavator  of  Glanum  to  warn  that  I  hoped 
to  visit  him  on  the  Thursday.  Now,  in  the  museum  at  Nimes  a  rendez-vous  at  Arles 
had  materialized,  and  I  still  had  to  fit  in  Marseille  before  dashing  up  the  Rhone  valley 
to  be  in  Vienne  by  the  Monday  morning.  Driving  about  100  miles  a  day  was  pleasant, 
but  having  to  do  some  heavy  brain-work  on  top  of  that  each  day,  meant  that  the 
pace  was  hotting  up. 

Between  Nimes  and  Arles  I  made  for  the  Camargue  and  stayed  at  St.  Gilles-du- 
Gard.  For  the  second  time  I  photographed  the  beautiful,  but  much  hacked  about 
facade,  only  to  find  later,  that  as  at  the  first  attempt,  something  had  gone  wrong. 
Suitably  in  that  flat  expanse  of  bull-breeding  delta  I  eat  rice  with  shellfish  and 
“  taureau  a  la  Guardienne,”  not  too  tough  beef  in  an  inky  black  sauce  that  was 
delicious.  Next  morning  I  went  on  to  Arles,  parked,  found  the  museum,  and  was 
just  getting  started  on  an  acrimonious  wrangle  as  to  whether  the  curator  was  or  was 
not  visitable,  when  M.  Rouquette  arrived  and  we  went  off  to  his  office. 

In  Arles  I  learnt  more  of  the  museum  system,  and  the  relationships  of  the  towns 
to  their  monuments,  than  in  the  rest  of  my  journey.  And  I  also  did  the  most  work 
of  any  one  day.  In  Arles  there  are  five  museums :  Musee  d’Art  paien,  Musee  d’Art 
chretien,  the  palace  of  Constantine,  Musee  Reattu  which  deals  with  art  up  to  the 
present  day,  and  the  Museon  Arlaten  which  deals  with  the  life  of  Arles  and  Provence. 
Each  museum  has  accessions  to  be  dealt  with,  queries  to  be  answered,  post-cards  and 
publications  to  be  supervised,  displays  to  be  thought  out,  altered,  removed,  and  each 
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museum  in  the  summer  has  a  stream  of  fairly  critical  visitors.  To  deal  with  this 
there  is  one  curator,  without  an  assistant,  w'ho  took  over  a  few  years  ago  after  being 
a  historian  at  the  University  of  Poitiers.  Having  grasped  this  much  I  realized  why 
he  had  not  had  time  to  deal  with  the  coin  collection,  which  his  predecessor  had  left, 
duly  labelled,  in  various  envelopes,  tins  and  boxes.  “  Was  I  interested  ?”  Very 
much  so.  And  together  we  set  to  work. 

If  I  felt  doubts  about  the  genuineness  of  other  collections,  Arles  was  absolutely 
safe.  Here  in  separate  packages,  stored  sometimes  for  fifty  years,  were  the  results  of 
diggings  and  chance  finds  in  and  around  the  city.  Six  gold  coins  appeared,  of  Hadrian, 
Marcus  Aurelius,  Gratian  and  Anastasius,  and  blundered  issues  for  Valentinian  III 
and  Justinian.  The  silver  coinage  was  more  difficult  to  disentangle,  but  it  started 
with  29  excellent  pieces  of  Massilia,  and,  surprisingly,  the  regular  Roman  issues 
started  only  with  Nero- — the  Republic  and  early  empire  were  absent.  After  Nero  the 
silver  forged  ahead,  18  denarii  of  Vespasian  -Domitian,  33  of  Nerva-Trajan,  and  a 
peak  to  complement  the  gold,  with  43  of  Hadrian  and  family.  After  that,  silver 
declined  to  30  of  Antoninus  Pius,  37  of  Marcus  Aurelius,  21  of  Commodus  and 
Severus,  and  17  of  Severus’  family.  The  period  238  to  260  of  the  billon  antoninianus 
was  unusually  bare  with  only  four  coins,  and  there  were  only  47  copper  antoniniani 
to  follow.  Of  these  47  for  the  period  260  to  296  there  was  a  heavy  bias  towards  the 
first  ten  years.  Up  to  Claudius  II  coins  were  plentiful,  but  after  that  only  Carinus, 
of  the  central  empire,  contributed  one  coin  to  the  total.  Four  Alexandrian  tetra- 
drachms  of  Diocletian  and  Maximian  struck  an  odd  note,  but  looked  completely 
at  home  in  the  collection. 

By  lunch  time  the  majority  of  the  852  coins  had  been  sorted,  if  not  identified, 
and  wre  deserved  a  rest.  I  was  introduced  to  the  family,  and  we  sat  down  to  an 
excellent  meal,  from  which  it  was  impossible  to  guess  that  Mme.  Rouquette  had 
been  teaching  Greek  and  Latin  at  the  local  Lycee  all  morning.  I  looked  around  me 
only  to  realize  that  I  was  in  medieval  surroundings  with  a  beautifully  painted  ceiling, 
large  beams,  and  a  great  oriel  window.  The  building  was  superbly  sited,  at  the 
bottom  of  the  downstroke  as  the  Rhone  makes  a  capital  L  of  its  way  through  the 
city;  this  meant  that  we  looked  out  over  the  liver  and  straight  up  the  valley.  The 
building  which  now  shelters  the  Musee  Reattu,  and  the  curator  and  his  family,  was 
in  fact  the  Grand  Priory  of  the  Chapter  of  the  Knights  Hospitaller  whose  jurisdiction 
stretched  over  the  southern  half  of  France.  Halfway  through  the  meal  a  window  on 
the  opposite  side  of  the  house  let  in  the  sound  of  many  sheep  bells,  and  we  broke  off 
to  watch  the  narrow'  streets  get  choked  from  side  to  side  with  a  slowly  moving  mass 
of  sheep.  They  had  returned  by  train  from  the  Alps  to  winter  on  the  Camargue,  and 
for  an  hour  or  so  every  street  on  their  route  would  be  blocked,  as  they  made  their 
gentle  but  stupid  way  out  of  the  town. 

M.  Rouquette,  as  an  Arlesien,  has  the  history  of  the  town  at  his  fingertips,  and 
during  the  meal  we  ranged  from  the  revolution  “  Arlesiens  love  politics,  but  not  to 
the  extent  of  fighting,  only  one  man  was  killed  in  the  revolution,  the  archbishop,  and 
he  was  away  in  Paris,”  back  to  the  consecration  of  St.  Augustine  for  his  mission  to 
Britain,  performed  in  596  by  Etherius  the  archbishop,  back  further  to  his  fellow 
townsman  Constantine  II,  “born  in  the  palace  over  the  road  there.”  Arles  was  the 
seat  of  the  archbishops  of  Gaul  from  the  fourth  century,  housed  the  general  council 
of  the  church  in  314,  and  was  a  thriving  trading  port  in  the  middle  of  the  fifth 
century  w7hen  Sidonius  Apollinaris  describes  in  a  letter,  a  banquet  which  he  attended 
there  with  the  emperor  Majorian  in  461. 

After  lunch  it  was  time  to  finish  the  coins  and  prepare  some  sort  of  final  list. 
From  these  results  the  very  unusual  picture  emerges  of  503  of  the  coins,  over  half, 
belonging  to  the  fourth  century.  Of  those  only  three  are  gold  and  five  are  silver.  This 
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is  the  only  site  in  France  which  I  visited,  in  which  the  fourth  century  coinage  out¬ 
numbers  the  rest,  and  also  where  the  value  of  the  copper  coins,  when  totalled  up, 
approaches  that  of  the  precious  metals.  The  late  coinage  occurs  all  over  the  city, 
especially  in  the  theatre,  and  also  outside  in  the  early  Christian  cemetery  of  Les 
Alyscamps  and  its  very  early  chapel  of  St.  Honorat.  Two  nearby  oppida,  pre-Roman 
hill  fortresses,  carry  on  with  a  few  Byzantine  coins  to  add  to  their  pre-Roman  finds, 
but  this  is  a  general  pointer  that  I  shall  take  up  again  later  in  these  notes. 

One  disappointment  at  Arles  remains.  It  struck  copper  coinage  intermittently 
until  the  reign  of  Johannes  (423-5),  but  there  is  nothing  in  the  collection  minted  in 
the  West  which  need  be  later  than  the  usual  date  of  402,  and  nothing  among  the 
eastern  second  brass  of  Gloria  Romanorum  and  Virtus  Exerciti  which  go  much 
after  that  date.  Of  Johannes  at  his  mint  the  furthest  west  there  are  no  signs.  I 
suppose  another  disappointment  is  that  nothing  is  known  of  the  mint  of  Arles,  but  as 
M.  Rouquette  says,  how  would  you  recognize  part  of  its  remains  when  you  came 
across  them,  when  practically  the  whole  city  is  so  built  over  that  you  can  never  get 
a  complete  ground  plan?  So  from  the  city  itself  no  visitor  could  ever  guess  that 
throughout  the  second  half  of  the  fourth  century  Arles  was  the  main  producer  of 
millions  of  coins  for  Gaul,  Britain,  probably  Germany,  and  ( ?)  possibly  Spain.  Still, 
the  coins  which  are  still  there  are  now  identified  and  listed,  so  that  is  one  step  to 
understanding  the  Europe  of  that  date.

AN  INTRODUCTION  TO  THE  STUDY  OF  THE 
COIN  AMULETS  AND  THE  OTHER  NON-CURRENCY 

“  COINAGES  ”  OF  CHINA. 

Being  a  series  of  notes  on  the  Chinese  “  Ya  Sheng ”  coins,  tokens  and  coin-like 
objects  with  a  contribution  to  their  functional  classification.

Introduction. 

Casual  collectors  of  Far  Eastern  coins,  and  even  more  serious  students,  are  often 
puzzled  by  various  pieces  which,  because  they  cannot  be  identified  as  official  “cash”, 
are  difficult  to  place  whilst  the  functions  of  them,  as  often  as  not,  cannot  even  be 
guessed.  Even  where  the  student  is  able  to  find  the  piece  in  one  of  the  more  inclusive 
books  on  Chinese  coins,  he  will  come  upon  little  more  than  a  bare  translation  of  the 
inscription  and  with  this  information  will  hardly  be  enabled  to  carry  his  enquiries 
to  any  real  advantage  much  further.  Moreover,  in  the  course  of  some  years  collecting 
he  will  very  probably  acquire  one  or  two  other  pieces  which,  although  they  may  well 
be  coins  in  the  Far  Eastern  context,  will  yet  entirely  elude  any  effort  to  determine 
their  significance.  In  the  English-speaking  wrorld,  as  in  Germany,  the  interest  of 
more  scholarly  collectors  in  Chinese  numismatics  is  rapidly  increasing  and  this  may 
be  an  opportune  time  to  make  available  more  information  on  what  is  usually  felt  to 
be  one  of  the  more  arcane  provinces  of  coin  study.  This  essay,  therefore,  is  designed 
to  be  a  supplement  to  the  information  given  in  standard  works  on  certain  of  these 
individual  coins. 

As  most  people  know  who  are  interested  in  this  subject,  China’s  coinage  has 
taken  many  strange  shapes  and  forms  and  for  this  reason  many  a  small  copper  or 
bronze  object  may  be  vaguely  classified  as  a  “coin”:  indeed,  quite  a  few  have  no 
doubt  served  as  coins  from  time  to  time.  The  Chinese  term  “ cKien ”  has  a  much 
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wider  denotation  than  our  word  “coin”  and  Chinese  numismatists  have  customarily 
included  in  their  field  of  study  not  only  the  whole  range  of  objects  that  have  been 
treated  by  western  numismatics — medals,  medallions,  contorniates,  tokens,  counters 
and  the  rest — but  much  more  besides.  Another  object  of  the  present  essay  is  to  make 
a  preliminary  attempt  at  the  better  systematic  ordering  of  this  field. 

The  “Ya  Sheng  Ch’ien”. 

Chinese  numismatic  works  have,  for  centuries,  included  a  special  final  section 
in  which  a  group  of  miscellaneous  objects  are  classed  under  the  heading,  Ya  Sheng 
CKien.  1.  Coole,1  in  a  section  devoted  to  these  coins,  says  that  the  dictionaries  give 
the  reading  of  the  first  character  as  Yen  but  he  seems  to  have  confused  this  with  a 
very  similar  character  2  meaning  “satisfied”  wrhereas  the  character  read  here  as  Ya 
means  “to  subject  or  crush”;  however  in  this  context  he  himself  gives  the  correct 
reading  of  the  character  as  Ya.  Despairing  of  a  translation  of  the  w7hole  phrase  he 
gives  a  rather  charming  personal  suggestion  for  a  title,  namely  “the  unsinkable 
Molly  Browns”.  Translations  of  the  same  phrase  have  varied  from  Lacouperie’s2 
ugly  and  mistaken  “hardly-adequate-to-coins”  to  L.  C.  Hopkins’s3  “coins  of 
domination”  which  is  quite  certainly  correct.  There  is  a  lexicographical  tradition 
that  the  term  itself  wras  introduced  into  Chinese  numismatics  by  a  certain  Li  Hsiao- 
mei  who  seems  to  have  lived  in  the  Sung  dynasty.  Hopkins  (l.c.)  says  the  name  “is 
applied  to  various  descriptions  of  medals  and  other  pieces  used  as  charms — not 
true  coins — of  which  figures  will  be  found  in  the  coin  books”.  This  is,  of  course, 
true,  but  it  is  certain  that  it  has  been  applied  to  other  things  as  wrell  .as  charms.

Note  the  unusual  form  of  writing  “  Ta ”  in  seal  script,  the  curious  double  form  of  the 
character  “ p’ing ”  and  the  displacement  of  the  elements  of  the  character  “kuei”.  This 
last  is  to  be  found  on  some  inscriptions  of  the  T’ang  dynasty.  Reverse:  A  Dragon  and 
phoenix  with  cloud  scrolls.  This  is  an  early  form  of  a  motif  which  was  very  common 
in  later  times  but  usually  carried  out  in  a  less  detailed  and  flowing  style  and  in  more 
recent  ones  the  dragon  and  phoenix  face  head  to  tail. 

Hopkins  goes  on  to  quote  a  passage  from  the  Ch’i  Sheng  Chi  (quoted  in  chapter  43 
of  the  Yii  Ku  Tu  3)  to  show  the  function  of  these  “coins  of  domination”.  I  quote 
this  in  extenso  for  it  has  several  points  of  interest  in  other  connections  to  which  I 
shall  revert  later:  “The  Supreme  Ruler  of  the  Tao  (Hopkins  suggests  that  this  is  a 
reference  to  Lao  Tzu  but  I  believe  this  to  be  an  error  and  that  it  refers  to  Chang 
T’ien-Shih — see  infra)  on  the  15th.  day  of  the  7th.  moon  ascended  to  the  Lin  Hall 
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of  the  Nine  Heavens  (this  should  be  the  ‘ninth  heaven’ — F.A.T.)  where  he  expounded 
the  Law  to  the  multitude  of  Devas,  and  thus  addressed  them:  ‘In  the  Earth  below, 
the  people  are  much  afflicted  with  floods,  drought  and  pestilence’.  Then  was  the 
Honoured  Ruler  of  the  Exquisite  Dawn  charged  to  convey  a  precious  casket  in 
which  were  placed  two  miracle-working  Dragon  Coins  of  Domination,  to  be  left  to 
guard  the  famous  mountains  and  great  rivers,  and  to  remove  disastrous  influences”. 
This  certainly  points  to  the  legendary  origin  of  the  Taoist  medals  but  by  no  means 
does  it  explain  the  origin  of  all  the  objects  of  the  Ya  Sheng  group. 

If  one  looks  at  the  odd  shapes  of  some  of  these  coins — and  I  use  the  word  in  this 
essay,  not  in  its  strict  numismatic  sense  but  as  an  equivalent  of  the  Chinese  term 
“ch’ien” — at  their  esoteric  pictorial  designs,  spell  writings  and  allusive  inscriptions, 
one  cannot  help  thinking  that  this  word  “domination”  refers  to  the  “power”  or, 
more  generally,  the  “virtue”  of  the  object  by  reason  of  which  it  overcomes  evil. 
Hence,  originally,  this  was  a  word  which  could  be  taken  as  akin  to  the  anthropological 
term  “ Mana ”.  Mana  is  a  non-individualized,  non-physical  power,  the  effector  of 
magical  results,  which  it  is  of  great  advantage  to  possess.  It  resides  in  things  of 
unusual  shape  or  character  or  in  people  of  exalted  status.  Metal,  with  many  primitive 
people  and  at  many  times,  has  often  been  associated  with  magical  powers  and  its 
workers  indeed  were  often  set  apart  or  treated  as  holy  (cf.  the  Japanese  swTord-smiths). 
Something  of  this  attitude  to  metal  and  its  magical  powers  may  be  seen  in  a  passage 
from  the  12th  cent.  Po  Kn  T’u  Lu4 :  “In  olden  times  the  Yellow  Emperor,  the  august 
ruler,  fused  metal  ore  and  made  thereof  vessels  permeated  with  divine  influences 
which  revealed  to  man  transcendent  powers”.  It  is  not  therefore  difficult  to  see  how 
coins  could  be  associated  with  magic-working  powers — impregnated  as  they  were 
with  this  particular  kind  of  virtue — the  power  simply  of  getting  things  done  or  of 
bringing  desired  results.  The  Ya  Sheng  Ch’ien  are,  indeed,  just  such  objects  as  this. 
Primarily  they  may  be  divided  into  two  kinds :  (a)  Amulets  with  the  power  to  ward 
off  or  counteract  evil  influences  and  (b)  Talismans  with  the  power  of  effecting  some 
wonderful  or  miraculous  happening.  Secondarily  the  class  includes  a  more  nebulous 
group,  the  limits  of  which  varied  to  some  extent  with  the  taste  or  sophistication  of 
the  Chinese  author  of  any  particular  work.  Some  of  these  coins  were  intended  as 
charms,  some  were  coins  removed  from  other  categories,  some  were  forgeries  or 
objects  of  quite  different  functions  which  had  come  to  be  invested  with  magic  power 
by  later  authors  who  no  longer  knew  their  origin  and  intention,  whilst  still  others 
were  simply  coins  of  unusual  shape  or  strange  design  which  took  the  fancy  of  the 
author. 

Chinese  numismatic  writers,  until  very  recent  times,  sub-divided  the  Ya  Sheng 
Ch’ien  into  the  following  groups:  1.  Cheng  Pin  5  Official  charms  i.e.  with  official 
obverse  (usually  the  name  of  the  regnal  period)  and  with  charm  inscriptions  or 
designs  on  the  reverse.  2.  Chi  Yu  6  Lucky  inscriptions — a  title  that  explains  the 
group  sufficiently.  3.  Ta  Ma  7  Horses  in  action;  this  is  an  easily  recognised  group  but 
in  reality  it  is  a  highly  complex  numismatic  category  and  I  purpose  to  make  it  the 
subject  of  a  future  monograph.  4.  Sheng  Hsiao  8  “Living  likenesses”,  a  group  that 
includes  a  number  of  animals  but  also  often  some  human  figures,  magic  designs  etc. 
5.  Pien  T’i  Chi  P’in  9  “A  kind  inducing  metamorphosis  of  substance”.  6.  I  Ch’iian 
Tsa  P’in  10  “Various  kinds  of  Strange  and  Heterodox  Money”.  This  is  a  group 
which,  for  the  most  part,  seems  to  have  come  to  be  invested  with  magical  power, 
perhaps  merely  because  of  their  shape  or  general  air  of  mystery.  7.  Wu  Tze  Hua 
Wen  11  “With  outlined  design  and  without  characters” — despite  this  title  however, 
a  few  of  these  coins  have  inscriptions  in  charm-writing.  8.  Shen  Ling  Hsien  Fo  12 
“Having  the  Spiritual  power  of  the  Buddhist  Immortals”.  This  group  contains 
charms  associated  with  Taoist  as  well  as  Buddhist  temples:  the  title,  incidentally, 
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shows  clearly  the  later  individualised,  more  highly  evolved  and  differentiated  idea 
of  “mana”,  the  primitive  concept  discussed  above.  9.  Shen  Sheng  Hsien  Fo  13  “The 
Transcendant  Wisdom  of  the  Buddhist  Immortals”.  A  rather  rare  group  of  Buddhist 
charms  mostly  with  various  mystical  or  magical  formulae.  Probably  the  two  last 
groups  are  most  closely  associated,  at  least  in  their  origin,  with  the  Ching  t’u  14  or 
“Pure  Land”  school  of  Buddhism  since  there  is  a  strong  Taoist  influence  in  most  of 
them  and  the  Pure  Land  school  took  over  many  Taoist  ideas  and  practices. 

One  might  suppose  that  the  division  of  coins  into  Currency  and  Ya  Sheng  was 
an  absolute  one;  this  is  by  no  means  so.  There  are  several  reasons  for  this:  firstly, 
what  were  ordinary  legends  or  emblematic  devices  on  certain  coins  came,  in 
contemporary  or  later  times  to  take  on  the  character  of  magic  symbols.  Thus,  the 
emperor  Wu  Ti  of  the  Liang  dynasty  (502-549  a.d.)  coined  a  number  of  “ wu-chu ” 
coins.  In  one  of  these  there  were  no  rims  and  the  coin  was  called  by  the  people,  “a 
female  cash”;  apparently  they  were  not  very  popular.  All  wu-chus  had,  of  course,  the 
legend  “wu-chu”  (i.e.  “Five  chu”)  on  them  15  but  because  the  people  clipped  the 
coinage,  not  infrequently  the  radical  of  the  character  “chu”  was  clipped  off.  Wu  Ti 
therefore  then  issued  coins  with  the  new  legend  “ wu-chu ”  16  which  strictly  has  the 
non-sensical  meaning  “five  vermilion”.  Now  red  is  the  symbol  of  the  male  and  Ma 
Tuan  Lin  in  his  CKien  Pi  ICao  17  (Examination  of  Currency)  says  that  these  coins 
were  called  Nan  CWien  18  or  “boys’  money”,  and  women  wore  them  to  ensure  the 
birth  of  a  son.  There  are  several  other  examples  of  this  kind  of  metamorphosis  of 
coin  into  charm. 

There  were  other  ways  and  occasions  when  ordinary  coins  might  come  to  be 
endowed  with  magical  properties.  Thus,  when  a  child  was  sick  its  body  might  be 
rubbed  over  with  a  copper  cash,  the  power  in  this  instance  being  attributed  to  a 
mystical  White  Tiger.  Some  of  the  charm  coins  with  a  tiger  on  them  may  have  been 
used  for  this  purpose.  Again,  a  Taoist  rite  of  exorcism  required  the  priest  to  walk  in 
a  south-easterly  direction  and  then  commit  five  “yellow  cash”  to  a  fire  in  order  to 
propitiate  the  devils;  not  very  infrequently  one  comes  across  certain  amulet  coins 
which  appear  to  have  been  burned  and  possibly  this  is  the  explanation. 

Ordinary  current  coins  were,  at  least  in  South  China,  sometimes  hung  around 
the  neck  of  the  City  God,  Ch’eng  Huang  19  (literally  “Wall  and  Moat”)  and  it  was 
believed  that  they  thus  turned  into  Pi  Hsieh  CKien  20  or  coins  for  warding  off  evil. 
Some  amulets  are  subjected  to  the  same  treatment — an  indication  of  the  prevelance 
of  the  belief  in  the  possibility  of  acquiring  “ mana ”  by  contact.  (See  4). 

Not  infrequently  ordinary  coins  are  turned  into  charms  or  given  supernatural 
power  by  having  certain  designs  added  to  them.  One  of  the  commonest  methods  is 
to  make  a  pattern  around  the  rim;  usually  this  takes  the  form  of  two  opposed  dragons 
with  a  jewel  between  them.  This  is  yet  another  way  in  which  the  distinction  between 
a  coin  and  a  charm  is  blurred  in  the  Chinese  mind.  In  addition  one  must  remember 
too  that  some  of  the  odd-shaped  early  money,  or  even  just  early  ornaments,  which 
looked  to  some  numismatists  as  those  they  might  have  been  money,  have  been  classi¬ 
fied  with  the  group  I  Ch’iian  Tsa  Pin  (see  above)  which  is  sometimes  considered  to 
be  part  of  the  Ya  Sheng.  Finally  true  amulet  coins  are  occasionally  strung  along  with 
ordinary  cash  on  a  string.  I  once  purchased  in  Britain  a  sealed  string  of  cash  (possibly 
originally  from  the  Liu  Chiu  islands)  which  had  a  charm  among  the  others  and 
Coole  ( loc .  cit.)  says  “I  know  from  personal  experiences  during  the  first  and  second 
decades  of  this  century  that  many  of  the  picture-back  “non-coins”  circulated  freely 
with  all  the  rest  of  the  cash  of  the  realm”.  Thus,  the  categories  of  coin,  medal,  token 
and  charm  in  western  numismatics  merge  into  one  another  far  more  intimately  in 
Chinese  coin-science.  Even  the  Chinese  term  “ cKien ”  may  apply  to  such  a  variety 
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of  shapes  and  objects  that  the  English  word  “coin” — certainly  in  its  restricted 
numismatic  sense — is  only  a  partial  translation.  This  is  a  good  instance  of  the 
logical  axiom,  “the  wider  the  denotation,  the  vaguer  the  connotation”.  Both  of  these 
apply  to  the  term  “ ch'ien ”  and  it  is  important  to  establish  this  point  at  the  commence¬ 
ment  of  any  enquiry  into  the  ya  sheng  pieces. 

Wide  as  may  be  the  denotation  of  the  term  “ cKien ”  in  Chinese,  some  occidental 
numismatists  have  made  it  still  wider.  An  extreme  example  of  this  kind  of  treatment 
is  that  of  Coushnir1 2 3 4 5  who  includes  not  only  passports  but  burial  objects  and  chess 
pieces.  At  this  stage  of  research  into  Chinese  numismatics,  there  is,  I  believe,  much 
to  be  gained  by  this,  especially  when  much  is  imperfectly  recorded  and  interpreted 
and  still  more  remains  quite  unknown.  By  putting  all  these  pieces  together  into  one 
class  they  are  more  easily  studied  and  compared  and  the  results  of  such  researches 
will  find  a  suitable  forum  for  their  discussion  in  numismatic  journals.  When  much 
more  is  known  we  may  hope  that  the  Ya  Sheng  coins  will  be  more  accurately  defined 
and  distinguished  from  the  other  classes  and  from  the  true  coinage.

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  FROM  THE  PRESS,  ETC. 

Roman  Hoard  from  Alcester.  Seven  jurymen  at  Stratford  were  asked  on  Friday  after¬ 
noon  to  put  themselves  in  the  mind  of  a  Roman  who  lived  in  Britain  more  than  1,500  years  ago. 
They  were  asked  to  decide  whether  a  hoard  of  Roman  coins  dated  from  96  to  268  a.d.  was 
treasure  trove.  Among  the  questions  put  before  them  by  the  coroner  for  South-West  Warwick¬ 
shire,  Mr.  F.  S.  Lodder,  was  whether  the  Roman  lost  the  coins  or  whether  he  hid  them — and 
whether  the  owner  might  turn  up. 

The  hoard,  contained  in  two  cardboard  boxes  in  court,  consists  of  146  coins  ranging  from 
between  the  reigns  of  the  emperors  Gordian  III  to  Postumus.  They  were  discovered  on  13th 
April  at  Oversley  Mill  caravan  site,  Alcester,  by  two  electricity  workmen.  The  jury  was  told 
that  they  could  only  consider  95  of  the  coins  which  were  silver  alloy — the  rest  were  bronze  and 
could  not  be  classed  as  treasure  trove.  Mr.  John  Simeon  Court  told  the  coroner  he  and  his 
mate,  Mr.  Peter  John  Banks,  were  laying  cables  to  the  caravans  and  were  digging  a  service 
hole.  When  he  reached  a  depth  of  two  feet,  Mr.  Court  dug  up  a  forkful  of  coins.  Mr.  Danks 
described  how  they  cleaned  the  coins  in  boiling  water. 

They  were  examined  first  by  an  archaeologist,  Mr.  Steven  J.  Taylor,  and  then  by  Mr. 
R.  A.  G.  Carson,  of  the  British  Museum,  who  classified  them.  Mr.  Brian  Playle,  Warwick 
Museum,  said  the  coins  represented  “a  modest  sum  of  the  third  century  a.d.”  He  added, 
“It  seems  to  have  been  the  practice  of  Romans  to  bury  their  money  and  retrieve  it  at  a  later 
date”. 

The  coroner  told  the  jury,  “Try  and  look  at  the  evidence  and  put  yourselves  in  the  mind  of 
the  Roman  who  put  this  find  into  the  ground”.  Any  of  the  hoard  not  classed  as  treasure  trove 
became  the  property  of  the  landowner,  Mr.  F.  Carr  Davenport-Price,  Harvington. 

The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  treasure  trove  on  the  silver  alloy  coins,  naming  Messrs. 
Court  and  Danks  as  the  finders — and  the  coroner  indicated  that  they  might  expect  a  reward. — 
Stratford-upon-Avon  Herald,  2nd  June,  1967 

Roman  Hoard  from  Bletchley.  An  apprentice  electrician,  a  family  doctor,  and  a  lorry 
driver  are  to  be  rewarded  by  the  British  Museum  for  finding  a  hoard  of  294  Roman  silver 
coins  in  a  field  near  Watling  Street  at  Bletchley. 
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The  North  Buckinghamshire  coroner,  Mr.  Edward  Ray,  ruled  at  an  inquest  at  Bletchley  that 
the  coins — including  nine  of  Alark  Antony,  others  of  Nero  and  Hadrian,  and  the  latest  minted 
in  a.d.  182  and  183 — were  treasure  trove  and  belonged  to  the  Crown. 

Adrian  Knight,  aged  18,  of  Simpson,  near  Bletchley,  told  the  inquest  jury  that  he  found  267 
coins  while  following  in  the  wake  of  mechanical  excavators  digging  a  trench  for  a  natural  gas 
pipeline  in  the  field.  A  family  doctor  in  Bletchley,  Dr.  Peter  Jarvis,  found  18  coins  on  the  site, 
and  Air.  Dennis  Freeman,  a  lorry  driver  working  on  the  site,  found  another  nine.  Dr.  Jarvis 
said  the  coins  could  have  been  wages  of  a  Roman  Legion  stationed  at  a  fort  in  the  area. 

Mr.  Hedley  Pengelly,  a  member  of  Bletchley  archaeological  and  historical  societies,  said 
most  of  the  coins  had  a  bronze  deposit  on  them — probably  the  remains  of  a  container  which  had 
decomposed. — Guardian ,  8th  June,  1967 

Roman  Hoard  from  Probus.  Specimens  of  47  Roman  silver  coins  and  1,009  Roman 
bronze  coins  dating  from  the  late  first  century  to  the  late  third  century,  which  were  found  at 
Gare  Farm,  Probus,  were  shown  to  the  jury  at  a  treasure  trove  inquest  at  Truro  today — the 
first  held  in  the  city  for  at  least  45  years. 

The  jury  found  that  the  47  silver  coins  were  treasure  trove  and  accordingly  the  property  of 
Prince  Charles  under  the  rights  of  the  Duchy  of  Cornwall.  The  coins  can  either  be  returned 
to  the  finder  or  retained  by  the  Duchy,  in  which  case  the  finder  will  be  paid  their  full  market 
value. 

William  Henry  George  Chapman,  a  farm  labourer,  of  2  Gare  Cottages,  Probus,  was 
declared  the  finder  of  all  the  coins,  including  that  part  of  the  hoard  which  was  later  unearthed 
by  the  tenant  of  Gare  Farm,  Mr.  R.  Tupper,  in  conjunction  with  the  Curator  of  Cornwall 
County  Museum. 

The  Curator,  Mr.  H.  L.  Douch  said  the  name  of  the  farm  suggested  there  might  have  been 
a  Roman  or  prehistoric  camp  in  the  vicinity  and  the  nearness  of  the  River  Fal  also  suggested 
they  might  have  been  connected  with  the  river  and  perhaps  the  tin  trade.  “This  is  an  unusual 
hoard  in  the  dating  of  the  coins  from  the  late  first  century  to  the  late  third  century”. — Western 
Evening  Herald ,  23  May,  1967. 

Rockbourne  Roman  Villa  Coins.  A  collection  of  582  coins  has  now  been  recovered 
from  an  extensive  Roman  villa  site  and  its  surroundings  at  Rockbourne,  near  Fordingbridge, 
Hampshire.  The  systematic  excavation  of  the  site  has  been  directed  since  1956  by  Mr.  A.  T. 
Alorley  Hewitt,  of  Fordingbridge. 

The  most  recent  coin  finds  include  a  “follis”,  or  five-denarii  piece,  of  Galerius  in  almost 
mint  condition,  with  the  silvering  still  on  it.  The  coin  is  dated  around  a.d.  300. — The  Guardian, 
5th  June,  1967. 

Canadian  Centennial  Medal.  A  special  silver  centennial  medal  has  been  approved  by 
the  Queen  and  will  be  awarded  to  about  20,0000  Canadians,  it  was  announced  Wednesday. 

A  committee  headed  by  Under-Secretary  of  State  Ernest  Steel  will  recommend  names  of 
recipients  to  the  government. 

The  Canadian  Centennial  Aledal,  1967,  as  it  is  formally  known,  probably  will  be  awarded 
to  most  recipients  on  July  1.  It  is  similar  to  the  special  Coronation  Aledal  issued  when  Queen 
Elizabeth  was  crowned.  It  will  follow  in  precedence  all  regular  and  commemorative  medals 
previously  granted — the  Coronation  Medal,  the  Victoria  Cross  and  so  on — but  will  come  before 
long-service,  good-conduct  and  efficiency  medals. — The  Ottawa  Journal,  1st  June,  1967 
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Bedford  Num.  Soc.  The  main  event  of  the  meeting 
held  at  40,  Greyfriars,  Bedford,  on  24th  May,  was  the 
Society’s  second  coin  auction.  The  38  lots  entered  by 
members  consisted  mainly  of  British  silver  and  copper, 
but  several  items  aroused  keen  competition.  The  bidding 
was  most  ably  conducted  by  Mr.  David  Ayers,  a  Society 
member,  and  the  Society  funds  benefited  by  £1  17s  9d 
commission. 

At  the  next  meeting  on  June  16th  a  most  interesting 
talk  on  the  “Progression  of  the  English  Coinage”  was 
given  by  Society  member  Mr.  Peter  Watkinson.  The 
whole  field  of  its  history  and  progress  was  covered  from 
its  earliest  beginnings  up  to  recent  times  and  much 
interest  was  aroused  when  the  Saxon  mint  at  Bedford 
was  mentioned.  A  discussion  on  different  approaches  to 
coin  collecting  followed,  prompted  by  certain  questions 
posed  by  the  speaker. 

It  was  announced  that  the  next  meeting,  on  5th  July, 
would  be  held  at  Bedford  Museum  by  kind  permission 


of  the  curator,  Mr.  F.  W.  Kuhlicke,  and  that  Mr.  H.  W. 
Linecar  would  give  a  talk  on  the  “Techniques  of 
Collecting”  at  the  meeting  at  7.30  p.m.  on  26th  July 
at  the  Grosvenor  Centre,  Ashburnham  Road,  Bedford. 
The  Annual  General  Meeting  would  be  held  on 
September  27th. 

The  Society  meets  at  7.45  p.m.  every  third  Wednesday 
at  40,  Greyfriars,  Bedford,  and  visitors  or  new  members 
are  always  welcome.  Any  collector  in  the  district 
interested  in  obtaining  more  information  about  the 
Society  should  contact  the  Hon.  Secretary,  Mr.  D.  J.

Birmingham  Num.  Soc.  For  the  meeting  at  the 
“Crown  Inn”,  on  Wednesday,  June  7th,  we  were 
pleased  to  have  with  us  Mr.  Anthony  Gunstone  of 
the  Birmingham  Museum  who  proceeded  to  outline 
the  history  of  the  Birmingham  Museum.  This,  in 
fact,  was  the  Centenary  year — although  the  present 
premises  had  not  housed  the  Museum  for  the  full 
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period.  A  brief  survey  of  the  various  departments 
led  us  to  the  Coin  Room — and  the  development  thereof. 
In  point  of  fact  little  interest  had  been  shown  in  numis¬ 
matics  until  recent  years,  but  the  public  were  now  more 
aware  of  the  stories  behind  the  subject — and  work  on 
the  section  had  grown  considerably.  Research  into 
Birmingham  tokens  of  the  lesser-known  varieties  was 
currently  being  carried  out  with  the  co-operation  of  the 
public.  The  Museum  collection  could,  in  fact,  be  divided 
into  several  categories.  As  might  be  expected,  the  accent 
was  on  the  Soho  Coinage  of  Boulton  and  Watt  and  the 
more  recently  acquired  collection  from  the  Birmingham 
Mint. 

Representative  collections  of  Early  Greek  and  Roman 
types  could  be  seen,  and  small  selections  of  general 
world  coinage,  together  with  a  few  Medieval  European 
issues.  Far  Eastern  Coinage  was  also  featured,  in  limited 
quantities 

An  interesting  note  regarding  one  particular  aquisi- 
tion — a  Greek  gold  coin — related  how  this  had  been 
presented  to  the  Museum  by  a  gentleman  in  New 
Zealand,  whose  only  association  with  the  Second  City 
had,  apparently,  consisted  of  a  brief  visit  during  World 
War  One — when,  it  would  seem,  the  people  and  the 
City  had  left  a  favourable  and  lasting  impression !

Other  entries  deserving  of  honourable  mention  were  a 
fine  selection  of  English  Banknotes  from  Mr.  Goody, 
some  excellent  Roman  Silver  Denarii  presented  by

At  our  June  meeting  we  were 
given  a  paper  by  Mr.  T.  F.  Hunter,  of  Newcastle, 
entitled  “The  Development  of  the  Copper  Coinage”. 

Mr.  Hunter  traced  for  us  the  evolution  of  the  copper 
coinage  from  the  silver  pence  and  its  fractions  which 
preceded,  stating  that  Britain  had  always  suffered 
from  governments  which  had  never  supplied  the  nation 
with  sufficient  small  change  for  its  needs  until  the 
reign  of  Victoria,  which  was  wffien  the  first  regular 
issues  of  copper  and  bronze  coins  had  been  made. 
Before  this  issues  had  been  very  sporadic  with  as  much  as 
thirty  years  between  each  new  issue.  This  lack  of  small 
change  led  to  the  issue  of  private  and  tradesmen’s 
tokens  to  satisfy  this  need  in  both  the  17th  and  the  late 
18th  and  early  19th  Centuries. 

The  evolution  of  the  “Britannia”  type  reverse  was 
also  followed  from  the  original,  modelled  from  the 
Duchess  of  Richmond,  through  to  that  of  George  V’s 
issues. 

Mr.  Hunter  is  to  be  thanked  for  his  most  authoritative 
paper  which  w'as  well  illustrated  with  both  black  and 
white  and  colour  slides  which  did  full  justice  to  the 
beauty  of  the  copper  coinage.
